The first 
amendment was offered by Kerr. He moved 
to strike out Sixty-sixth street in Sec..3 and 
insert Seventy-first street.

Kent didn’t tike this motion and asked that 
it be laid on the lable, which was agreed to. 

Mulvihill then secured recognition and of.

The only really earnest debate of the even- 
ing took place when the proWsion for the 
height of the tracks in Sec. 3 was reached by 
the cierk. 

Ald. Kent began it by declaring that a 
height of seventeen and eighteen feet was 
altogether too low. It would require 
a damaging depression of the streets; 
besides, it provided for girders 
one foot through, and it was an engineering 
impossibility to carry a train over a structure 
of that size. He moved to amend the or- 
dinance so as to read that the tracks be ele. 
vated eighteen feet instead of seventeen at 
Fifty-first street, and nineteen feet instead of 
eighteen at the other streets. 

Ald. Mann said seventeen feet meant the 
bottom of the girder. What the depth of 
the girder shall be is for the railroad people 
to decide. It is their business, not the Coun- 
cil’s.”” The people of the Thirty-second, 
Thirty-third, and Thirty-fourth Wards didn’t 
want tracks too high in the air. This eleva- 
tion would give plenty of headroom. 

O'Neill said he represented the Thirty-fourth 
Ward. I think I know more about my own 
ward and what the people want than the gen- 
tleman who has just spoken. An elevation of 
only eighteen feet above datum would necos- 
sitate a depression of streets of from 
five to six feet and the age to property 
would be enormous.” The residents of his 
ward would agree to a three-foot depres- 
sion, but the elevation of eighteen feet 
at Sixty-first strect meant a four-foot depres- 
sion in the street. 

Kent’s Motion Carried. 

After considerable more talk Gahan moved 
to lay Kent’s motion on the table. The roll 
was called and apparently the motion was 
carried. 

O'Neill then offered a motion designed to 
take the place of Kent’s, but before this could 
be acted upon it was discovered that the 
Clerk had made an error in footing up the 
yeas and nays and that Kent’s motion had 
been really carried. 

Ald. Mann then introduced an amendment 
to Sec. 8 providing for the construction of a 
pedestrian subway at Sixty-second street. 
This was carried with little debate. 

Ald. Madden next moved tostrike out Sec. 7, 
offering a substitute. Tne Council adopted the 
substitute, which is Sec. 7 of the ordinance.as 
given, and without much opposition. Ald. 
Madden then asked to have Sec. 9 stricken out 
entirely. This section gave the Illinois Cen- 
tral the right ‘to extend its elevation to the 
south Ime of Cook County. The Council 
agreed with a whoop and the ordinance was 
put on its passage.

A frontage of thirty- 
eight and.a half feet on Michigan avenue has 
been purchased in fee simple for $154,000. 
All of the previous transactions by which the 
Auditorium Association secured the extensive 
hotel site at the southwest corner of Michi- 


gan avenue and Congress street have been in 


the form of leases or leasehold transfers. 

In the present instance Elisha Whitehead 
sells 8861172 feet outright on the basis of

alt is probable that in the history of Chicago 
real estate there has never been a more inter- 
esting series of transactions than that which 
has its last chapter in the Whitehead sale.

The announcement was then made by agents

By leasing the next lot, however, it was 
found that a private alley running through the 
property in a somewhat irregular shape could 
be vacated, and negotiations were at once 
opened with Mrs. Wilmarth, the owner of the 
property.

The 
Standard Hotel Association is a stock com- 
pany with a capital of $100,000, organized to 
operate hotels in Chicago. Among its mem- 
bers are F. I. Whitney of St. Paul, General 
Passenger Agent of the Great Northern rail- 
ro d; R. A. Campbell of Evansville, Ind., 
General Passenger Agent of the Mackay 
lines; Eaward Watson, owner of the Union 
Depot Hotel, at Vincennes, Ind., and C. G. 
Roth, a prominent hotel man of Cincinnati. 
George F. Montgomery, who originally car- 
ried through negotiations for the erection of 
the Mecca Building, will be Secretary and 
Treasurer of the new company and a Chicago 
railroad man will be President; The build- 
ing is a unique four-story. structure, occupy- 
ing the south end of the block, bounded by 
Dearborn, State, Thirty-third, and Thirty. 
fourth streets. 

As planned the structure contained 100 flats 
and twelve stores on the State street front. As 
a hotel it will contain 650 rooms. It is in the 
form of two wings or sections lying on both 
sides of acentral court which opens out to 
Thirty-fourth street. The building conse. 
quently has frontages on State and Dearborn 
streets and on this interior court. In the 
center of each wing is a covered rotunda ex- 
tending up to the top of the building similar 
to the Chamber of Commetce rotunda,

RELEASE OF THE HEALY SUSPECTS. 


Evidence Was Insufficient to Hold the Per- 
sons Accused. 

Havana, Iil., May 23.—{Special.]—A writ 
of habeas corpus was sued out by the attor- 
ney of Mrs. Eliza J. Healy and Robert Good- 
son, charged with the murder of Amasa A. 
Healy, and a hearing was had on the case to- 
day by Judge Lacey. A large number of 
witnesses wore summoned on both. sides. 
The testimony for the prosecution 
was substantially the same as elicit- 
ed at the §Coroner’s inquest. It 
pointed toward murder, but was weak as to 
the culprits. The strongest testimony against 
the idea of suicide was that there were no 
powder marks. This, however, was offset by 
the testimony of the man who washed the 
body and who found what he called a powder 
burn around the wound in the back of the 
head and which he could not wash off. Other 
testimony showed that when the second in- 


quest was held the whole of that part of the 


body had turned black. 

The defense adduced testimony to show 
that the dead man had threatened to take his 
life and had said that he would be gone be- 
fore September, and that there were evidences 
of an unsound mind. The case was submitted 
to the Judge without argument. He prompt- 
ly decided that the evidence was insufficient to 
hold the accused parties, and therefore ordered 
their discharge.

MARCH CASUALTIES ON THE OCEAN, 


More than Half the British Ships Lost Were 
Not Properly Navigated. 

New Tonk, May 23.—An examination of the 
list of maritime casualties and disasters of 
the month of March shows somé curious facts. 
The roll is headed by British sailmg ships, of 
which twenty-eight were lost. Of this num- 
ber over half met disaster’ when the 
wind was blowing less than a gale, 
or when the ships, if they had 
been properly navigated, seaworthy, and well 
manned should have been able to keep the sea 
in safety. American sailing vessels come 
next in list with a total loss of eleven. The 
losses sustained by sailing vessele of all 
other nations are as follows: Norwegian, 9; 
French, 9; German; 4; Swedish, 4; Spanish, 
3; Danish, 2; Duteh, 2; Portuguese, 2; Ital- 
ian, 1; and Austrian, 1. Stranding was the 
cause of loss in thirty-fout instances, and col- 
lision was responsible:for five disasters. One 
ship was burned, four foundered at sea, tweive 
were a audon five condemned, and nine 
others sailed to the port of missing ships.

Dr. Patton, Chairman of the conference 
committee on the part of the assembly, pre- 
sented the majority report with the single 
recommendation that the status quo” be ob- 
served in the hope that subsequent action 
might be taken that would result in harmony. 

On the other hand the directors of the semi- 
nary presented a memorial asking that che 
agreement of 1870, which conferred on the 
assembly the power of vetoing appointmei ts 
to professorships, be rescinded.

Dr. Bartlett cf Washington presented the 
report on Indian schools. It was fecom- 
mended that henceforth alt money appropri- 
ated by the government for such schools be 
expended by government officials and that all 
sectarian appropriations cease absolutely. The 
copstitutional amendment now pending with 
this end in view was heartily approved. Dr. 
Bartlett supported the recommendation. 

The hour for the regular order, the report 
on missions and freedman, having arrived. the 
special report was passed temporarily and the 
regular order taken up. Dr. Sutherland, the 
Chairman of the standing committee, pre- 
sented the report. 

The Freedmen’s Mission Report. 
The report of the Board of Missions to 


Freedmen showed that 371 missionaries had

been sent out during the year, 300 churches 
and missions had been aided, and 80 parochial 
and 14 boarding schools maintained with a 
total of 9,229 pupils. The receipts amcunted 
to over $172,000, with expenditures almost 
equal. The board also has under its charge 
276 Sunday-schools with 18,221 scholars, Two 
new school buildings have been erected at an 
n church a 
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The Confession of Faith Feport. 

The final report of the Committee on Re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith was pre- 
sented. None of the changes proposed im- 
pair the integrity of the Calvinistic system of 
confession. The action propused by the com- 
mittee consists of twenty-eight overtures, each 
one covering a change pro report 
Says: 


It was found impossible to meet the individual 
preferences of, every presvytery without se ting 
aside what werd known to be the views of a large 
majority of the church. There was an effort 
made to secure harmony at any sactifice, The re- 
port is the very best that the committee has 
able to prepare after weeks of labor: The divis- 
ion into twenty-eight sections will enable the 
church to approve single alterations without 
dangering the entire revision. 

The report is signed unconditionally by 
twelve members of the committee and with 
exceptions by twelve. Of the gwenty-eight 
changes proposed thirteen are to 
cover the points. These are: Divine decrees, 
preterition, creation, covenants, a new paper 
on the Holy Spirit, man’s fall, a new paper 
on the gospel, predéstination, effectual call, 
infant salvation, non-electiun, and the Lord's 


supper. 

The expiration of the morning hour caused 
consideration of the report to go over as ur- 
finished business, which may be called up at 
any time. 0 

The special order for 2 o’clock was the pres- 
entation of the reports on the conference of 
the assembly’s committee with the directors 
of Union Seminary by the Vice-Chairman of 
the committee, Dr. William E. Moore, and by 
Mr. Kingsley, Speers of the seminary di- 
rectory, who had been sent as a special mes- 
Senger to that body. 

In each case there was a double report. The 
report prepared by Dr. Patton, the Chairman 
gave a brief account of the proceedings at the 
conference, with the formal papers which 
passed at the conf@rence.

Pemiseot County has been almost depopu- 


lated. Thiee-fourths of the county is now 


under water and assistance is urgently needed 
at several points in the county between Reel- 
foot Lake and Paragould on the Arkansas 
side, There were three families drowned 
there last Friday. Their names were: 
HALL, a wife and three children, 
—4 1. . JOSEPH, wife and twa children. 
MOORE, SAMUEL (eulored).wife and daughter. 

Hall’s wife was caught on a tree and was 
reseaed by a hunter, She lived only an hour. 

The flood situation between Cairo and Mem- 

phis is more serious than between Cairo and 
St. Louis, because thete is a greater acreage 
covered by water more farms ruined. 
Every steamer passing Island No, 10 
and Island No. 37 is hailed and takes on fam- 
ilies that have been rendered humeless. It is 
estimated that 300 horses and mules and 2,000 
head of .cattle have been drowned and that 
700,U00 acres of cultivated farms are 
under watery which of course means 
that crops along the Missis- 
sippi Valley are totally destroyed. Accord- 
ing to Capt. Howard of the Anchor line 
there - ate 225,000 acres of wheat de- 
stroyed, 000 acres of corn ruined, 
and nearly 200,000 acres of cotton inun- 
dated. In many places an inch more 
«of water would mean total destruction 
to hundreds of ‘arms that are now safe, but 
the waters continue to ris*, and in two days 
more it is expected that 1,000,000 acres of cul- 
tivated ground will be flooded. 

The Arkansas bottoms are all under water 
and the namber of lives lost and property de- 
stroyed cannot be estimated tonight, because 
no boata have gone into the flooded districts 
— nothing definite has been learned from 
there.

STREET+-CLEANERS IN UNIFORM. 
A Number of Them Pat to Work in the 
Business Part of the City. 

At last Chicago has a uniformed street- 
cleaning gang. The suits, or uniforms, con- 
sist of cap, blouse, and trousers, all made 
from the same piece of brown cotton duck. 
In deference to the women of the Municipal 
Order League, doubtless, these “knights of 
the hickory br om“ started on their rounds 
yesterday with faces clean shaven and shoes 
resplendent with a 10-cent shine. 

The new system is designed for use only in 
the down-town streets. At 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning two men were started west on 
each of the business streets from Michigan 
avenue and south on the north and south 
streets trom South; Water street. One of the 
team trundled a little blue sheet-iron barrel 
with yellow and red handles, into 
which he shoveled the dirt and paper and 

arbage which his partner swept into little 
— with his hickory brooin. As soon 
as one barrel was its proprietor trundled 
it to some stated alley and locked it there. 
Befere an hour had e were 
‘unloaded into dlue 8 iron dump carts 
whieh followed the ewecpers. * 

Each east and west street from Michigan 
avenue to the river and each north and south 
street from South Water to Van Buren is as- 
signed to a team of two men, and half a dozen 
wagons cover the whole territory and carry off 
the sweepings. Already the streets have

WILL INSURE BURGLAR-PROOF SAFES. 


Absorption of the Pioneer by the Bankers’ 
Protective Insur nce Company. 

The Pioneer Insurance company is going 
out of existence, and its business will be rein- 
sured. The company has been practically 
absorbed by a new company known as the 
Bankers’ Protective Insurance company. 


This company intends to take up a novel 


branch of insurance. It proposes to insure 
owners of burglar-proof safes against loss 
by burglary. Nearly all of the stockholders 
of the Pioneer Insurance company will relin- 
quish their interests. The new company will 
have Isaac E. Adams, President of the 
Pioneer Insurance company, on its directory. 
The other directors will be J. A. Ballance, 
William Woods, W. H. Miller, A. L. Curriar, 
and J. L. Owens. The capital stock of the 
old company was $100,000, but has been in- 
creased to $150,000 for the Bankers’ Protective 
Insurance.com pany. 

The plan of the new company isto insure 
the contents.of safes, premium will be 
1 per cent, or at the rate of $125 for each 
$10,000 of insurance. The old Pioneer com- 
pany was one of the last of the Illinois com- 
panies for which a special charter was 
granted. Its existence has not been an alto- 
gether profitable one. There has been con- 
siderable trouble, it is said, in the East espe- 
cially, for some months over failure to pay 
lusses promptly, and tern insurance 
papers have had a good deal of fault to find 
with the company. 

All these‘unpaid losses will now be settled 
promptly,” said Isaac Adams. We expect 
to reinsure our risks, but as none of them run 
for over one year we shall carry them our- 
selves if we cannnt make satisfactory arrange- 
ments for re insurance.“

W. W. BAIN FINALLY CAPTURED. 


A New Phase of the Chattie McDonald Ab- 
duction Story. 

WATERLOO, Ia., May 23.—[Special. }—W. W. 
Bain, who is charged with the abduction of 
Miss Chattie McDonald, a school-teacher of 
Rowley, Buchanan County, was arrested at 
Northwood, and passed through this city today 
in the custody of the Snenff of Buchanan 
County. He claims that there was no abduc- 
tion, but that Miss McDonald went to 
Moines with him of her own free will, and that 
they were married. When she returned home 
Miss McDonald told a story to the effect that 
Bain compelled her at the point of a revolver 
to get into the buggy and that he bound and 
gagged her and drove off. Today, however, a 
statement is published by Mr. Schriever, who 
lives near Dysart, Tama County, where they 
stopped one night on their way to Des Moines. 
He says that while at.his house Mies. McDon- 
ald stated they had been married six mont hs. 
The girl’s explanation is that when Bain was 
with her she was completely’ under his con- 
trol, and did not dare to tell her story until 
after he left her in Des Moines.
